"THE  BARTERED  BRIDE"-BEDRICH  SMETANA  (1824-1884). 
opera  recounts  the  outwitting  of  a wily  marriage  broker  (a 
^ customary  adjunct  to  Czech  peasant  marriages)  by  Hans,  the  hero. 
Mary  loves  Hans.  But  her  parents  are  rich,  his  are  unknown,  and  he 
is  a servant  in  her  family.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  marriage  broker  for 
Mary  to  be  wedded  to  the  dim-witted  Wenzel,  stepson  of  the  wealthy 
peasant,  Micha.  Success  with  the  match  will  bring  a high  fee  to  the 
broker.  But  he  finds  Mary  and  her  mother  immune  to  his  arguments 
in  favor  of  the  virtuous  character  — and  parental  wealth  — of  Wenzel. 
He  sets  to  work  on  the  neediness  of  Hans,  offering  him  money  in  return 
for  a renunciation  of  Mary.  An  agreement  is  signed.  Hans  thereby 
puts  himself  in  a very  unfavorable  light  to  Mary,  the  villagers  — and 
the  opera  audience.  But  he  has  bartered  with  the  elated  marriage 
broker  to  adopt  his  own  phraseology  in  the  document,  by  which  word- 
ing Hans  agrees  that  "none  other  than  Micha’s  son  shall  wed  Mary." 
Then  it  turns  out  that  Hans  is  the  long-lost  son  of  Micha.  Since  the 
rival  Wenzel  is  only  a stepson,  Hans  really  has  a signed  contract  with 
the  broker  to  wed  Mary  himself,  and  all  goes  merrily  thereafter.  In 
fact,  Wenzel  obligingly  falls  in  love  with  a dancer  in  a circus,  and 
attempts  to  join  the  troupe  by  impersonating  a trained  bear.

It  is  orchestrated  from  one  of  the  four  divisions  of  the  “Suite 
Bergamcsque”  for  piano.  Debussy’s  biographer  Leon  Valias  calls  the 
suite  an  important  work. 

“The  ‘Clair  de  Lune,’  ’’  Valias  writes,  “floods  the  third  piece  with 
an  exquisite  atmosphere,  unmistakably  Debussyan  in  character.”  In 
it,  he  says,  “we  find  the  entire  Debussy  of  the  future.” 

WALTZES  FROM  “DER  ROSENKAVALIER”  - R.  STRAUSS 

In  the  opera,  “The  Rose  Cavalier,”  of  Richard  Strauss  (no  relation 
to  the  family  of  Johann)  the  tuneful  and  insinuating  measures  of  the 
first  waltz  of  this  set  are  hummed  by  the  obnoxious  Baron  Ochs.  In 
this  way  he  betokens  his  high  spirits  as  he  contemplates  his  intended 
marriage  with  the  pretty  young  Sophie  (who  actually  falls  in  love  at 
first  sight  with  Octavian,  the  Rose  Cavalier). 

PRELUDE  TO  ACT  III,  “LOHENGRIN”  - WAGNER. 

The  music  is  filled  with  the  joy  of  the  wedding  of  Lohengrin  and 
Elsa  in  the  preceding  act,  and  sets  the  mood  of  the  first  scene  of  Act  III, 
which  shows  the  bride  and  groom  being  conducted  to  their  chamber 
in  the  castle  of  Elsa’s  brother,  the  Duke  of  Brabant. 

Liszt  conducted  at  Weimar  the  first  performance  of  the  opera,  in 
1850.  At  that  time,  Wagner  was  in  Paris  as  a political  refugee,  follow- 
ing his  involvement  with  a revolutionary  group  in  Germany.  Ten 
years  later,  Wagner ’wrote  to  Berlioz  of  his  dislike  at  being  perhaps  the 
only  German  who  had  not  heard  it.  His  first  hearing  came  the  follow- 
ing year.

The  career  of  Mr.  Dickson  has  alternated  constantly  between  two 
roles.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  as  violinist  in  1938, 
but  was  active  as  a conductor  before  then,  as  he  has  been  since  — at  the 
Pops,  the  Esplanade,  and  his  Symphony  Hall  Youth  Concerts.

“BOLERO” -MAURICE  RAVEL  (1875-1937). 

First  a^  a ballet  to  a choreograph  of  Fokine,  presented  in  1928  by 
Ida  Rubinstein,  noted  Parisian  dancer,  and  oftenest  afterward  as  a 
virtuoso  orchestral  piece,  this  last  orchestral  score  of  Ravel  except  for 
his  twa  piano  concertos  brought  him  far  wider  fame,  and  richer  finan- 
cial return,  than  any  of  his  preceding  and  artistically  superior  works. 

MY  FAIR  LADY  - FREDERICK  LOEWE. 

First  shown  in  London  in  the  spring  of  1958,  after  two  years  in 
New  York,  it  scored  as  much  of  a hit  with  English  theatergoers  as  it 
had  with  our  own.  There  were  ten  curtain  calls  at  the  end. 

Now  an  American  production  is  a huge  success  in  Russia. 

This  remarkable  musical  comedy  hit  takes  its  plot  from  George 
Bernard  Shaw's  satirical  play,  “Pygmalion.”  Shaw  re-modeled  in 
modern  terms  the  old  Greek  story  of  the  sculptor,  Pygmalion,  who  fell 
in  love  with  his  beautiful  statue,  Galatea.  In  both  the  play  and  the 
musical  version,  Henry  Higgins,  professor  of  phonetics,  tutors  the 
cockney  girl,  Eliza  Doolittle,  with  the  aim  of  “passing  her  off  as  a 
duchess  in  three  months.”  He  wins  that  objective,  but  loses  his  heart.

This  hilarious  score  is,  of  course,  Peter  Bodge’s  heated-up  arrange- 
ment of  Lincke’s  old  song  hit,  “The  Glow  Worm.’’ 

It  was  as  far  back  as  1902  that  Paul  Lincke,  Berlin  theatre  conductor, 
and  composer  of  operettas  and  songs,  started  this  song  on  its  career 
by  way  of  the  prosperous  publishing  business  which  he  owned.  It 
became  a truly  glowing  success  in  Europe,  and,  with  English  lyrics, 
of  pretty  sentiment,  a shining  American  hit.  Further  success  resulted 
when  it  was  danced  to  as  “The  Pavlova  Gavotte’’  by  the  great  Russian 
ballerina. 


Rossini  Inspired  by  Visit  to  Beethoven 

OVERTURE  TO  “SEMIRAMIDE’’ - ROSSINI  (1792-1868). 

ONE  of  the  best  of  Rossini’s  overtures,  it  and  the  opera  it  prefaces 
are  of  many-sided  interest.  For  one  point,  it  is  the  first  overture 
in  which  Rossini  interwove  themes  from  the  ensuing  opera.  This  is 
in  marked  contrast  to  the  manner  in  which  he  provided  the  Overture 
to  “The  Barber  of  Seville.’’  In  that  case,  he  simply  borrowed  his  Over- 
ture to  “Elizabeth,  Queen  of  England’’  — which  already  had  served  as 
the  Overture  to  his  “Aureliano  in  Palmira.’’ 

A visit  to  Beethoven,  who  had  advised  him  to  stick  to  comedy, 
aroused  the  aspirations  of  Rossini  to  show  in  this  opera  that  he  could 
compose  just  as  seriously  as  he  could  in  the  opposite  jocular  vein  oi 
“The  Barber  of  Seville.’’  He  was  only  partially  successful. 

“Semiramide’’  is  based  on  the  drama  of  Voltaire,  written  in  the  style 
of  Greek  tragedy,  and  showing  how  Fate  puts  an  end  to  the  wickedness 
of  Semiramis,  legendary  Queen  of  Babylon.  The  story  is  akin  to  that 
of  “Hamlet.”

The  Queen  is  widowed,  presumably  losing  her  husband,  Ninus,  as 
a battle  casualty.  Actually  she  has  conspired  successfully  with  a suitor, 
Assur,  to  have  him  murdered  by  poison.  Her  subjects’  speculation 
about  a new  king  is  ended  with  the  announcement  at  a great  festival 
that  she  has  chosen  to  marry  her  young  general,  Arsaces. 

Immediately  a great  storm  breaks  out,  and  the  ghost  of  Ninus 
appears,  to  order  Arsaces  to  go  down  into  the  tomb,  where  he  is  to 
wreak  retribution  on  an  unknown  person.  The  High  Priest  reveals 
to  Arsaces  that  he  is  the  supposedly  dead  son  of  Ninus,  and  that  his 
mother  shares  with  Assur  the  guilt  for  his  father’s  murder. 

Arsaces  forgives  his  mother,  and  arming  himself  with  his  father’s 
sword  enters  the  tomb  with  the  expectation  of  slaying  Assur,  a deed 
which  he  believes  is  the  meaning  of  the  command  by  his  father’s  ghost. 
In  the  darkness  of  the  tomb  he  thinks  he  has  found  Assur,  and  strikes 
with  his  sword.  He  has  killed  Queen  Semiramis,  his  wicked  mother. 

It  is  interesting  to  find  that  Verdi  borrowed  two  ideas  from 
“Semiramide.”  He  modeled  the  Miserere  in  “II  Trovatore’’  on  an 
aria  in  the  first  act  finale.  His  use  of  a stage  band  in  “Ai'da’’  also 
copied  Rossini,  who  employed  that  device  in  “Semiramide’’  for  the 
first  time  in  opera.

The  date  is  significant  of  the  Battle  of  Borodino,  which  to  the 
Russians  has  a meaning  similar  to  that  of  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill 
to  Americans  — a technical  defeat  but  a moral  victory.  Near  the  village 
of  Borodino,  on  the  Moskva  River,  General  Kutuzov’s  army  and  that 
of  Napoleon’s  invaders,  commanded  by  Marshal  Ney,  fought  from 
daylight  until  late  afternoon.  Losses  were  great  on  both  sides  — more 
by  the  Russians  than  their  foes.  But  even  so,  the  invaders  from  that 
day  were  in  a tightening  grip  of  disaster. 

SOMETHING  ABOUT  FUGUES. 

The  word  fugue  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  for  “flight”  (fuga), 
used  to  summarize  the  idea  of  a piece  of  music  in  which  a theme  is  in 
flight  from  other  themes.  For  example,  the  composer  starts  with  a 
subject,  which  he  follows  with  an  answer;  and  interweaves  with  the 
answer  a return  of  the  subject,  which  may  appear  in  an  altered  guise, 
so  that  it  is  then  known  as  the  counter-subject.

THE  CHAMPAGNE  OF  BOTTLE  BEER 
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"GAYNE"  - ARAM  KHATCHATOURIAN  (1903-  ). 

Like  a ballet  by  Shostakovitch,  this  one  by  his  contemporary  oi 
Armenian  descent  has  to  do  with  life  on  a collectivist  farm. 

When  Armenia  became  a Soviet  Socialist  Republic  in  the  nineteen 
twenties,  the  collectivist  farm  was  one  of  the  Russian  ideas  which 
played  a very  conspicuous  part  in  Armenia’s  new  political  situation. 

On  performance  of  the  ballet  suite  by  the  Kansas  City  Philharmonic 
(Orchestra,  Robert  Adams  of  the  University  of  Kansas  City,  wrote: 
‘■'I'lie  Ballet  was  completed  in  1943.  The  entire  work,  which  plays  a 
full  evening,  depicts  the  happy  and  prosperous  life  of  the  Caucasus 
just  before  the  present  war.  Gayane  is  a young  girl  of  the  people.  The 
closing  scene  strikes  a patriotic  note  with  the  coming  of  the  war;  the 
stage  is  filled  with  volunteer  soldiers  marching  to  the  defense  of  their 
country.  Musically  the  entire  ballet  is  based  upon  Armenian  folk 
melodies.” 

Khachaturian  first  was  a cello  student,  then  turned  to  composition 
with  Gnessin,  a pupil  of  Rimsky-Korsakoff.  After  two  years’  study  of 
the  ’cello,  he  concentrated  on  composition  from  1929  to  1934  at  the 
Moscow  State  Conservatory,  under  Myaskovsky  and  Vassilenko.

Having  taken  minor  orders  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
thus  becoming  an  Abbe,  the  composer  led  a contemplative  life  in  the 
peaceful  Villa  d’Este,  near  Rome.  The  result  was  an  album  of  piano 
solos  marked  by  religious  inspiration,  as  in  the  case  of  “Angelus.” 
This  album  was  added  to  two  others,  all  sharing  the  title  “Years  of 
Pilgrimage.”  Liszt  himself  transcribed  “Angelus”  for  strings  — a little- 
known  fact  discovered  by  Mr.  Fiedler,  who  now  presents  it  in  this  form 
for  the  first  time  in  Boston.
